EIGHTEENTH BODY RECOVERED 
APPARENTLY JOHNSON'S. 

Muge Crane Proves Efficient in 

the Work of Removing the Debris 

Which ie Havied Away on Cars. 

May Have to Greak Up Machines 

to Get Them Out. 

Weighted down by tons of steel gird- 
ern and heavy stereotyping machines, 
the workmen .clearing the debris from 
the ruined Times Building found. the 
remains of another victim yesterday 
afternoon. 

There is some doubt as to the vic 
tim's identity, but Coroner Hartw 
thinks the remains to be those of Don 
E. Johnson, % years old, a linotype 
operator. 

The man was only partly clothed, 
and it is thought he was changing his 
clothes, perhaps to go home. 

It was thought for a time that the 
remains were those of Fred Liewellyn, 
36 years old, a linotype operator, but 
the fact that a pair of green hose was 
known to have been worn by Johnson 
at the time caused the Coroner to de- 
cide the identity in the way stated. 

While the workmen were clearing 
the debris from above Johnson it was 
found that another body was buried 
near the low wall in the center of the 
ruins. It is hoped to get this place 
cleared by Monday. 

In all eighteen bodies have been re- 
covered, according to the Coroner’s es- 
timate, and it is believed that the work 
of removing the remaine of the vic- 
tims will be completed by Tuesday. 

The huge cfane which has deen 
erected on the edge of the pit is doing 
the work rapidly, not only lifting tron 
beams from the füt, but tts large 
boxes of small debris. Large cars are 
run within reaching distance of the 
crane and the debris is hauled away 
in them in place of the smaller wagons.

in these tops were to be vm - 
ployed in sweeping the decks of an en- 
emy's ship with a hail of small projec- 
tiles, wiping out the personnel. But 
somehow this notion did not seem to 
work out satisfactorily in actual war- 
fare. At quarters sufficiently close to 
render gunfire from the tops efficient, 
they were themselves too much ex- 
to attack; and at the famous 
battle of the Yalu River during the 
war between China and Japan a single 
shell, piercing the armor that protected 
one of the tops of a Chinese battleship, 
exploded and killed every man in it. 

It might be said that the platform 
surmounting the new masts 
were equally open to attack, and this 
could not be denied; but they are meant 
for an entrely different purpose, 
are not Intended to be occupied when 
ships are fighting at close quarters. 
They are for yse in the early stages of 
battle at sea, to get distant ranges. 
Thus, during the recent bout of private 
practice off pe Henry, they were em- 
ployed for getting the range of targets 
at distances of ten or twelve thousand 
yards (six or seven miles)—so far away 
that even the tops of the smok 
of a hostile ship would hardly be viel- 
a aia, to the curvature of the 
ca 

In a sea fight, guns of the secondary 
battery of a battleship or armored 
cruiser would not begin to get into 
action until within a range of about 
6,000 yard These are the weapons 
which wo be directed against the 
basket masts and their platforms— 
such, for example, as the automatic 
six-pounders, which can throw explos- 
ive projectiles at the rate of twenty 
a minute. Against such a storm of 
shells the platforms could not possibly 
stand. But in the meantime they 
would have been deserted, the range- 
finding crews climbing down and be- 
taking themselves to armored t ra 
on deck—whence to direct thé fire of 
the guns. 

We have not yet installed these ar- 
mored towers on our new fighting 
ships, but are on the point of doing so. 
They are obviously necessary to sup- 
plement the basket masts for range- 
finding and fire control purposes. Re- 
cent maritime warfare has made ob- 
vious the r beyond all other 


considerations, of irecting gunfire 
with accuracy. The only ots that 
count ar the shots that hit. It is nec- 


essary, in order that the execution 
Gone shall be as deadly as possible. 
that every gun on board of a battle- 
‘ship shall be pointed correctly; and 
this can be accomplished only by the 
development of a system of fire con-, 
trol which shall be a s close to math- 
ematical exact as possible, while 
affording a maximum o protection to 
those in charge o it. 

One manifest advantage of the bas- 
ket mast is that. while it may be bent 
out of shape by the impact of shelis, it 
cannot be broken. Under hardly any 
conceivable circumstances could it be 
thrown down in such fashion as to en- 
tangle the smokestack or otherwise 
get in the way. But if it did so, it is 
so light of construction that it could

SMITH TALKS TO VOTERS. 


Tele the Porterville ville Republicans How . 
He Stands on Administration of | 
Power Sites. 


PORTERVILLE, Oct. 6— Congress 
man Smith, who enjoys the distinction 
of being one of four members of the 
last Congress who voted on every 
occasion with the administration, was 
in this city last night and delivered a 
two hour address to the Porterville 
voters of the Bighth Congressional . 


Mr. Smith stated at the outset 1 
ne had no apology to offer either for 
the Republican party or the Taft ad- 
ministration and the statement was 
greeted by cheers. Mr. Smith stated 

with intense earnestness that there 
was passed at the last session ot Con- 
gress five bills any one ot which 2 
ordinary times would insure that the 
Republican party would be returned 
to power by an overwhelming major- 
ity. These bills, he said, were the law 
authorizing the graduated income tax; 
‘the bill to create a commission for 
scientific revision of the ‘tariff; 
the new laws for the regulatton of the 
Pailroads and of railroad rates; the 
employers’ liability act and the 
creation of the board to study the en- 
tire question of the relation of em- 
ployer and employee. 1 

Sometime was devoted by Mr. Smith 
to his theory as to the administration 
of power sites.
